President Truman today submitted 
to Congress a record peacetime bud­ 
get of almost 42 billion dollars rail­ 
ing for the expenditure of 21 bil­ 
lion dollars to prosecute the 'Void 
war" with Russia. 
He promised a continuance of this 
nation’s "Arm policy" toward th** 
Soviet Onion, bulwarked by a new 
American "lend-lease" program In 
which military supplies would be 
furnished to friendly anti-Commu- 
ntst nations. 
He urged also that funds be pro­ 
vided to carry out his "fair deal" 
program at home, including medical 
ald 
for 
millions, 
more 
housing, 
greater 
social 
security 
benefits, 
financial ald to states for schools, 
reclamation, flood control and agri­ 
culture. 
It all added up to the greatest 
spending program in the nation’s 
peacetime history, totaling 41 bil­ 
lion 900 million dollars for the 19W 
fiscal year beginning July I. 
Th** 
President aald it was necessary be­ 
cause of America’s great responsi­ 
bilities and the "desires of our peo­ 
ple** for greater social 
progress 
Tho amount exceeded requirements 
for this year by one billion 7<ni mil­ 
lion dollars. 
Furthermore, he predicted, gov­ 
ernment would increase still further 
"in future years" and the lief ton 
would go "Into the red" unless taxes 
were increased.
